of the state auditor. The news spread 
rapidly throughout the entire north- 
west side of the city, where the bank 
had been for years a popular depos- 
itory for funds saved by working 
people. 


The institution was known as a 


"family bank." 
The Stensland fam- 


ily, for years well known residents of 
the northwest side, owned much of 
the'stock,'and members of the family 
operated the bank. It was organized 
in 1891, and succeeded the banking 
'firm of Paul 0. Stensland & Com- 
pany. It was launched with a paid 
up capital of $250.000. A 'statement 
made by the vice president showed 
$1.051,000 in cash on hand. He said 
that the bank carried deposits of 
$4,200,000. and had 22,000 depositors. 
The Stensland bank was not a mem- 
ber of the clearing house, but cleared 
through the American Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. The concern's New York 
correspondents „ are 
the 
Mercantile 


and the Chase National banks. 


Mr. Stensland was trusted' implic- 


itly by'the people who , placed their 
savings In his cafe, and he had an 
emially enviable reputation for Integ- 


rity among the bankers down town. 
It Is evident, however, that the pub- 
lished statements of the bank did not 
show its true condition. 


An examination of the bank's af- 


fairs was begun after receipt of the 
letter from Stensland. Acting on in- 
structions contained therein, the vice 
presldent.Theodore Stensland. opened 
a deposit box and discovered proofs 
that the bank's funds were In bad 
shape. President Potter of the Amer- 
ican Trust and Savings bank, which 
acted as clearing agent for the de- 
funct institution, was called Into con- 
sultation. The state auditor was no- 
tified and Immediately sent the state 
bank examiner to make a full inves- 
tigation

tween $750,000 and 91,000,000. Dis- 
astrous speculation in real estate and 
In the security market is said to be 
responsible.
